God  is  an  inlelligcnt  and  a  wise  being;  and  as 
such,  in  all  his  dealings  with  his  creature  man,  acts 
u|)on  the  |)rinci|)le  i  hat  man  is  possessed  of  reason¬ 
ing  and  reflective  taculiies.  He  requires  him  to 
give  reasons  fur  his  opinions,  and  his  contluct,  and 
appears  to  he  perfectly  willing  to  hear  every  rea¬ 
son,  and  especially  every  strong  reason,  that  man 
may  ofler  in  his  own  behalf.  And  upon  so  tno- 
tnenlous  a  subject  as  that  of  the  salvation  of  men, 
it  is  necessary  for  us  to  have  our  opinions,  oi  doc¬ 
trines,  established  by,  and  based  upon,  strong  rea¬ 
sons;  and  we  should  be  willing, on  all  proper  occa¬ 
sions,  to  present  those  reasons  for  the  inspection  of 
our  fellow  men,  that  they  may  judge  of  their  merits 
and  adopt  or  reject  them  as  they  see  fit.  And  as 
rational  and  intellectual  creatures,  it  becomes  us  to 
imitate  God,  so  far  as  to  be  willing  to  hear  the  rea¬ 
sons,  or  at  least  the  strong  reasons,  whicli  any  of 
our  fellow  men  may  ofler,  in  defence  of  any  of  their 
religious  opittions;  that  we  may  be  the  better  able  to 
judge  whether  they  are  correct  or  not. 

1  therefrre  solicit  your  serious  and  candid  atten¬ 
tion,  while  1  endeavor  to  obey  the  requirement  of 
my  text,  and  produce  oar  cause,and  bring  forth  our 
strong  reasons,  in  defence  of  it.  It  can  not.  how¬ 
ever,  he  expected  that  we  shall  he  able  in  one  shoit 
discourse  to  bring  forth  all  the  reasons,  nor  even  all 
the  strong  reasons,  which  we  have  for  believing  our 
doctrine.  Those  reasons  are  so  numerous,  andean 
be  so  easily  and  clearly  drawn  from  almost  every 
principle  in  nature,  and  every  page  of  revelation, 
that  I  know  not  that  I  should  be  able  to  present  to 
you  every  reason  that  could  be  offered  in  favor  of 
our  doctrine,  were  I  to  stand  ^re  and  bring  them 
forth,  till  my  locks  were  whitened  for  the  grave. 

It  will  hardly  be  necessary  for  me  to  inform  you, 
that  much  of  our  belief  agrees — or  nearly  so— with 
that  of  every  one  who  justly  claims  the  Christian 
name.  The  [rrincipal  difference  between  us  and 
other  denominations  consists  in  our  respective  opiu- 
ioDS  of  the  rra/irre  and  fx<en<  of  salvation.  There¬ 
fore  it  is  upon  these  poinlsthat  we  shall  present  our 
strong  reasons. 

You  are  all  undoubtedly  aware  of  the  fact,  that 
our  cause  is  that  of  the  future  salvation  of  the  world 
—of  each  and  every  individual  of  the  whole  fami¬ 
ly  of  man — and  that  men  are  to  be  saved  from  s'tr, 
end  not  from  punishment. 

In  defence  of  our  cause  w  e  shall  in  the  first  place 
bring  forth  some  of  our  strong  reasons  for  believ  ing 
that  salvation  \a  from  sin,  and  not  from  punishment. 
And  in  ihesecottd  place  we  shall  present  some  rea¬ 
sons  for  believing  that  salva  ion  is  for  the  whole 
family  of  man,  and  not  for  a  part  of  it  rnly.

In  view  of  all  this  array  of  Scripture  testimony — 
and  more  might  be  added  were  it  ihoug!it  to  he  ne¬ 
cessary — ill  view  of  the  fact  that  Clirisi  died  for  all 
men:  that  he  died  not  in  vain;  but  that  his  death 
shall  surely  accomplish  the  object  thereof;  liow  can 
w  e  do;^t  ?  How  can  any  man  in  his  senses  doubt 
the  final  salvation  of  all  men  ? 

If  those  texts  which  we  have  quoted  do  not  prove 
out  doctrine  to  be  true,  it  is  in  our  judgment  a  vain  | 
iniiig  to  quote  Scripture  in  prixif  ot  any  subject. —  j 
What  other  doctrine  ever  taught  by  man  has  so!

Or,  will  you  impeach  his  infinite  and  uiieriing  u  is-  {' 
(lorn  by  saying,  that  he  never  sniici|iated  such  a  j 
horriiile  cuiusiro[)hi. — and  that  it  will  come  u|k)ii  its  ' 
unhappy  victims  without  either  his  knowledge  or; 
ciiDseni  /  Or,  will  you  impeach  both  tiis  wisdom  | 
and  his  power,  hy  saying,  that  he  would  be  glad  to 
■-ave  all  men,  but  can  not,  because  man  wilt  not 
coiiseni  to  it — He  having  given  imni  an  agency  in  ; 
this  mailer  which  he  cun  fieiiher  take  away,  nor 
cuntrul  ? 

Oh  !  foolish  man  !  know  ye  'not  that  “  all  power 
is  of  God,  and  the  powers  (fiat  be  ate  ordained  of 
God  ?”  All  the  power  that  man  has  isderi^ed  from 
God,  and  we  are  dependent  U|M>n  him  every  mo- 
mciit  of  our  lives  for  hs  coiiiiiiuatice.  Conse- 
(|uenlly,  GikI  knew  when  he  made  pnmiise  unto 
Abraham,  whetUer  be  had  given  man  suflicient 


power  to  prevent  him  from  fiilfiling  bis  own  pro¬ 
mise  or  not.  Depend  upon  it,  he  never  would  have 
promised,  had  he  known  that  he  could  not  |)erfbrna. 

We  have  now  in  a  brief  manner  produced  our 
cause,  and  brought  forth  some  of  our  strong  reasooa 
for  believing  it.  I  know  not  bow  weighty  those 
reasons  may  appear  to  you,  but  to  my  mind  they 
are  bnih  convincing  and  overpowering.  Anri  I  be¬ 
seech  yon  to  search  the  Scriptures  daily,  to  see 
whether  these  things  are  so:  that  you  may  be  of 
“  like  precious  faith”  with  ourselves.  For  we  look 
forward  with  fond  ami  pleasing  anticipations  totbat 
time  when  sin  shall  be  finished,  destroyed,  and  ut¬ 
terly  taken  away  from  the  world — when  irantgrea- 
sions  shall  come  to  a  perpetual  end— when  ever¬ 
lasting  righteousness  shall  be  brought  in — when 
“every  creature  which  is  in  heaven,  and  on  the 
earth,  and  under  the  earth,  and  such  as  are  in  the 
sea,  and  all  that  are  in  theiti”  shall  be  heard  say¬ 
ing,  “Blessing,  and  honor,  and  glory,  and  power, 
be  unto  him  that  sittetb  upon  the  throne,  and  unto 
the  Lamb  forever.”

It  is  now  nearly  nineteen  years  since  I  removed  to  this 
city — then  a  village — and  commenced  the  publication  ofli 
a  Universalist  paper,  amidst  trials,  diflicii hies  and  dis-i 
coaragemenU  which  comparatively  few  at  that  day  were  ! 
disposed  to  encounter.  Of  thirteen,  out  of  the  nine- 1 
teen  volumes  now  nearly  completed,  I  have  been  F.ditor ;  | 
either  conesponding,  associate,  principal,  or  sole  Editor, ; 
and  fur  all  of  the  volumes  have  written  mote  or  less.  1 ; 
have  spent  days  and  nights,  weeks,  months  and  years,  | 
and  devo'ed  the  best  and  all  the  most  vigorous  and  : 
healthy  years  of  my  life  to  the  promulgation  and  defence  ’ 
of  the  great  and  important  truth  of  our  holy  faith.  1 
have  fought  with  many  “  beasts  of  Ephesus,’’  have  en- 
dared  much  contiiniely,  abuse  and  bitter  reproach  from  i 
thousands  of  our  common  enemy  ;  and,  thank  God,  I  | 
have  aUo  had  the  kind  and  fraternal  countenance  and  j. 
cordial  approbation  of  thonsands  of  iny  brethren  and  j 
rellow-believers.  In  my  intercourse  and  dealings  with  ' 
both  I  have  always  endeavored  to  deal  justly  and  loveL 
mercy. 

Of  nine  volumes  of  the  paper  from  its  commence- 1' 
ment,  I  was  Publisher  as  well  as  Editor;  but  fur  scveial  ' 
years  after  its  commencement,  it  was  not  only  a  serious 
tax  on  my  time  and  labor,  but,  also  on  my  pocket ;  as,  I 
at  first,  it  did  not  pay  expenses  actually  incurred.  But . 
tfier  1830,  it  not  only  paid  eipenscs,  but  yielded  a  pro-  i 
fit,  at  first  moderate,  and  afterwards— from  1833  to  1835 
inclusive — a  liberal  profit ;  at  the  end  of  the  latter  year,  L 
harassed  and  worn  down  with  the  vexations  and  toils  || 
rueident  to  a  publisher's  life,  and  sincerely  anxious  to,, 
retire  from  such  a  post,  (though  the  paper  was  then  pro- ' 
fitahle,)  I  disposed  of  it  into  the  hands  ofGrosh  &.  Hutch¬ 
inson,  though  I  continued  my  editorial  labors  fur  two  ^ 
years  after,  ere  I  retired  therefrom.  The  state  of  my  ; 
health  then  compelled  me  to  retire.  Since  1835  I  have 
bad  no  proprietor^hip  in  the  Magazine  and  Advocate. 

For  four  years  after  I  disposed  of  the  paper  to  G.  &.  | 
H.,  its  extensive  patronage  (7G00)  continued  ;  at  the 
end  of  which  period,  owing  to  the  change  of  times,  pe-i 
cuaiary  embarrassments,  and  other  causes  not  necessa-  - 
ry  here  toeniiiiierate,  the  patron.-ige  of  ihe  paper  rapid- 
)y  decreased,  and  has  continued  to  decrease  until  the 
present  year.  It*  patronage  is  now  less  than  201)0. — ' 
And  yet,  I  believe  there  are  as  many  Uuiversalisls — yes, ' 
1  believe  there  arc  more  Universalists  now  in  this  State  i 
than  there  ever  have  been  in  any  previous  year.  '

BIGOTRY  AND  SPIRITUAL  BONDAGE. 

Kiikeraville,  Ohio,  Nov,  18,  1845. 

Mr.  Editor,— It  ia  only  by  the  deprivations  of 
bleasings,  that  ve  are  enabled  to  appreciate  their 
real  value.  Since  deprived  of  hearing  the  glorious 
troths  of  God's  jiupariial  aod  unchanging  goodness 
promulgated,  I  found  the  above  words  truly  verifi¬ 
ed.  After  being  emancipated  from  the  dark  pii- 
•OD-house  of  error,  I  do  dislike  to  listen  to  those, 
who  80  wickedly  derogate  the  character  of  our  hea¬ 
venly  Parent.  I  am  fully  persuaded,  that  what 
God  has  promised  he  is  able  to  perform  ;  therefore 
I  feel  assured  that  the  truth  as  it  is,  will  ere  long, 
cover  our  land,  as  the  waters  cover  the  face  of  the 
great  deep,  and  that  the  gross  errors,  (here  so  pre¬ 
valent,)  will  “pass  away  like  the  morning  cloud 
end  early  dew.”  The  Baptist  society  ate  holding 
a  protracted  meeting,  and  they  are  endeavoring,  by 
their  horrid  misrepresentations  of  the  Deity,  to 
frighten  people  into  the  discharge  of  iluiies,  for 
tehich  we  are  individually  responsible  to  God.  The 
believers  in  God’s  universal  salvation,  are  here  re- 
preaeoted  as  the  bane  of  our  temporary  happiness, 
as  well  as  the  destroyers  of  our  eternal  felicity. — 
They  scarcely  realize  the  force  of  the  following 
scripture, — “  The  wisdom  from  above  is  first  pure, 
then  peaceable,  gentle,  and  easy  to  be  entreated.

A  Rev.  gentleman,  taking  the  position  of  a  de-l 
fender  of  the  Orthodox  faith,  has,  I  am  compelled ' 
to  sav,  exercised  little  of  that  charily  toward  us, 
which  the  Bible  requires.

He  further  observed,  that  the  thou- 1 
sands  now  groaning  under  the  chaios  of  the  wrath  | 
of  God,  would  upon  the  judgment  day  point  to  the  | 
Editors  of  the  Gospel  Advocate,  as  the  base  de¬ 
stroyers  of  their  souls.  Appeals  the  most  pathetic 
were  made,  to  convince  the  Universalists  of  the 
fearful  doom  that  awaited  the  disbelievers  of  end¬ 
less  wo.  But  amidst  the  fiery  persecutions,  we 
feel  to  trust  in  that  Father,  “  with  whom  is  no  va¬ 
riableness,  neither  shadow  of  turning.”  “  Many 
shall  follow  their  pernicious  ways;  by  reason  of 
whom  the  way  of  truth  shall  be  evil  spoken  of.” 
But  we  will  trust  in  God,  because  bis  strength  is 
great.  Yes,  our  assurance  is  based  upon  tlie  re¬ 
vealed  inspirations  of  the  Father  of  all.  My  faith 
in  God's  impartiality  is  daily  increased.  Would 
that  the  dark  clouds  of  error  might  disappear,  and 
the  truths  of  God  be  made  manifest  to  despairing 
millions.  There  is  but  oue  house  dedicated  to  the 
worship  of  God,  and  that  is  of  the  Presbyterian  or¬ 
der,  though  other  persuasions  (excepting  Universal- 
ists)  are  privileged  to  use  it.  1  believe  they  dare 
not  listen  to  thede.Tionsitalionsof  truth  and  reason. 
Each  one  gives  an  exposition  of  the  Scrijitures  to 
correspond  with  his  own  contracted  views.  “But 
the  entrance  of  the  word  of  God  givetit  light;  it 
giveth  understanding  untothesimple.”  Thciheme 
is  indeed  prolific  of  interest,  and  1  w  ish  I  were 
competent  to  the.  task  of  doing  it  justice.  I  could 
wish  something  might  be  done  in  defence  of  truth, 
something  to  establish  our  faith,  without  the  color¬ 
ings  of  falsehood,  (which  now  conceal  from  the 
prejudiced,)  its  infinite  beauty  and  loveliness. — 
Views  are  presented  for  our  consideration,  deroga¬ 
tory  to  jhc  character  of  the  Deity,  artd  totally  re¬ 
pugnant  to  our  own  feelings.  The  religion  of  out 
Saviour  is  clothed  in  robes  repulsive  to  all  our  bet¬ 
ter  feelings.  My  sincere  prayer  is  that  the  fellers 
whicli  enslave  the  rnindsof  people,  may  be  broken 
asunder,  and  their  souls  be  liberated  from  the  dark- 1 
ness  of  midnight,  into  the  light  of  Heaven's  truth
